THE GKEAT BRIBGES OF THE WOKLD. 


The opening ot the New York and 


Brooklyn bridge makes au important 
event in tho history of bridge building. 
It is tho most marvelous structure of the 
kind in the world. It is over a mile long, 
is-85feot -wide, and is 90 feet above 
high 
water 
mark. 
It 
was 


eommoneod in 1S70, and was thirteen 
years in building. It is the crowning ex- 
ample of suspension bridge building- 
tile last great work of John A. Koebling, 
who did not live to see it completed. The 
entire structure is a wonderful monu- 
ment ot tho engineering skill of the ago, 
and probably will never bo equaled again 
in this generation. Its entire cost will not 
be far from $15,000,000, though other es- 
timates take it near. §20,000,000. 


The next great suspension bridge is 


that at Niagara Falls, for railways, also 
built by Mr. Koebliog, and completed in 
1855. The span is 821 feet, and 2G5 above 
the water.. Thero are 14,500 wires in the 
cables, and these support the heaviest 
trains that pass over tho bridge -without 
disturbing the equilibrium. 
The cost 


was about §5,000,000. 


Tho most stupendous bridge on this 


continent, that is taking into account its 
size, merely—is tho Victoria railway 
bridge 
over 
the 
St. 
Lawrence 


at 
Montreal, 
on 
the 
line 


of the Grand Trunk railway. It was 
built by Steplieuson, and is two railes 
long, made of iron tubes through which 
the trains pass. There are over three 
million feet of masonry in the Victoria 
bridge. It is supported by 25 piers_ 
which are 240 feet apart. 
It was com. 


rnenced on the Queen's birthday in 1854, 
and opened August,.l860, and cost 57,000,- 


000. 


One of the bridge wonders of the west, 


is the St. Louis bridge, built by Captain 
James B. Eads. That part of the struc- 
ture which passes directly over the chan- 
nel of tho river, is arched by cast steel, 
and is over 1,400 feet long. It cost 
about 82,000,000, and accommodates rail- 
way trams, vehicles, and foot passen- 
gers. 


The Oovington-and Cincinnati suspen- 


sion bridge is 2,252 feet long, and is now 
the third in size of the suspension bridges 
in this country. The .piers are 80 feet, 
tho width of the bridge 45 feet, and the 
cost was 31,750,000. 


Tho railway bridge over the Susqao. 


hauna, at Harve de Grace, is 3,273 feet 
long, and cost 81,500,000. One thousand 
men worked four years on this bridge, 
and it was completed in 1865. 


There are several other important rail- 


way bridges in this country, but nono of 
them cau compare either in cost or engi- 
neering skill, to those notable structures 
mentioned.

Tho following facts about, tho commence- 


ment and construction of tho groat bridge will 
boot interest Tho original estimate of its 
cost mado by tho'distinguishod engineer, John 
A Boobling, was 87,000,000. It has cost, aa 
stated bolow, 510,500,000. It was calculatod 
that it could bo bunt in about fivo years; it 
was really about sixteen years in course of 
construction. Tho original charter provided 
that it should bo built by ji corporation of men 
of capital and $300,000 wero subscribed. The 
charter was afterward amended so thai the 
authorities of Now York and Brooklyn woro to 
Have entire charge of tho work and tho private 
subscribers woro reimbursed. By tho amended 
charter Sow York was to pay 33X and Brook- 
lyn CG% per cent of ita cost. Tho first pro- 
motor of tho enterprise was William C. Kings- 
ley, of Brooklyn, and ho deserves to be called 
the' f"ther of tho bridge. Tho actual estimate 
of original cost was 510,800,000, SU.SOO.OOO 
being added for tho cost of approaches. John 
A. Hoobllng did not live to soo tho completion 
of^his great work. While aUDorintending^hO 
work in tho summer of 1800, his foot was 
crushed between some heavy timbers, and ho 
died Of lockjaw about two weeks later. His 
son, Washington A. Eoobling, succeeded him, 
and although suffering from "caisson disease" 
since December, 1ST1, ho has continued to HU- 
nerviso the work from his room, whore ho is- 
confined an invalid, with no hope of recovery. 
The eaisaons, built in tho form of a large box, 
as much as anything, woro constructed of 
heavy timbers, the top boir.K -'^ foot thick,

Tho universal prevalence of the colo- 


nial spirit is shown most, strongly by 
ouc great exception, just as the Hush of 
lightning mukes xis realize the intense 
darkness of a thunderstorm at night. 
In tho midst of the provincial and bar- 
ren waste of our intellectual existence 
in tho eighteenth century there stands 
out in sharp relief the luminous genius 
of Franklin. It is true that Franklin 
was cosmopolitan in thought, that his 
name and fame and achievements in 
science and literature belonged to man- 
kind; but he was all this, because he 
was genuinely and intensely American. 
His audacity, his fertility, his adapta- 
bility, arc all characteristic of- America, 
and not of an English colony. He 
moved with an easy and assured step, 
with » poise and balance which nothing 
could shako, among the groat men. of 
tho world; ho stood before Kings and 
Princes and courtiers 
unmoved and 


unawed. He was strongly averse to 
breaking with England; but when tho 
war came ho was the ouc man who 
could go forth and represent to Europe 
the new nationality without a touuh of 
the colonist about him. 
He met them 


all. groat Ministers and great Sovur- 
ei<rns, on n. common, ground, as if the 
colonies of yesterday had been an in- 
dependent nation for generations. His 
autobiography is the corner-stone, the 
first great work of American literature. 
The plain, direct style, almost worthy 
of Swift, tho homely, forcible language, 
tho humor, the observation, the knowl- 
edge of men, the worldly philosophy of 
that remarkable book, are familiar to 
all; but its best and, considering its 
date, its most extraordinary quality is 
its perfect originality. It is American 
in feeling, without any taint of English 
colonialism. Look at Franklin in the 
midst of that excellent Pennsylvanian 
community; compare him 
and his 


genius with his surrounding and you

'actor of Brown's position than the title 
"Mr." accorded to him in his lifetime 
as now in the court record of his death. 
He was first a gillie, then a footman, 
then personal servant, and it is not usual 
in this country to address persons in 
that rank of life with quite so much cere- 
mony.- ' Many worthy people were puz- 
zled to knov/why a man who rode in 
the dickey and held an umbrella, and 
stood behind the Queen's chair at din- 
ner and passed the plates, should be 
thus distinguished. It is enough to an- 
swer that the Qucea so willed it. To 
others than the Queen John Brown was 
.not always an acceptable personage— 
gave himself airs, said many. In these 
days it is enough for a man to die to be 
at once endowed with every virtue and 
charm, and no English voice is raised to 
mar the 
beautiful 
harmony of the 


panegyrics upon a man whom tho Queen 
liked. But while he lived it was possi- 
ble to hear queer stories. There was 
one of his holding out his hand to Lord 
Bcaconslield on the railway platform at 
Ilughenden, when Her Majesty paid a 
visit to her beloved minister. 
Lord 


Beaconsfield, they say, did not seem to 
notice the proffered greeting. This lit- 
tle anecdote rests on the reputed au- 
thority of a lady who was present. 


Here is another, which I know to be 


.true. A servants' ball was given some 
years since at Balmoral, guests and 
'members of the royal household, as the 
custom is on such occasions, taking 
part. Among the- dances was some sort 
of competitive Highland reel, wherein 
the object of each performer is to dance 
down all the rest; to which end it is 
permitted to any one to disconcert and 
even totally upset a rival by an adroit 
twist of the hip, the elbow perhaps as- 
sisting. Now John Brown was a 
pro- 


ficient in this sport, and it was his wont 
to carry off the palm and outlast all ad- 
versaries, to the great contentment of 
the Queen, who looked on. But there 
chanced upon this occasion to be present 
a certain gentleman skillful at this 
dancing business, and cunning withal. 
He, watching his chance when all but 
himself and -the faithful John Brown 
had quitted or been driven from the 
floor, by a sudden but quite 
lawful 


stratagem, overthrew the Queen's fa- 
vor-to, who fell at her feet, and so was 
balked of the distinction of victory on 
which he and his Sovereign alike had 
set. their hearts. The victor paid dearly 
for his triumph. Before this little in- 
cident be ha_d been in tho high favor of 
Kis royal mistress; used to be sent for 
of an evening to the royal apartment, 
where talk and music were to be had, 
and enjoyed the marks of the Queen's 
esteem. 
But after ho had thus pre- 


sumed to vanquish hcrmajesty-'s chosen 
personal attendant, this unhappy gen- 
tleman languished in the outer courts of 
the palace, and not for more than two 
years afterward was he fully restored to 
favor. 
Other stories of a not less illus- 


trative character I might also tell, but 
perhaps this is as much as you are likely 
to care for about the worthy Brown. 
Left a snug sum of money behind him, 
say those likely to know, "and there are 
tradespeople "by special appointment 
to her majesty" who will regret the 
disappearance of her majesty's specially 
appointed servant. 


A Merry Man's Device.

It was very funny, and the clerks in 


the War Department enjoyed some 
hearty laughs over it; but when it 
reached the Secretary he became in- 
dignant, and regarded it as an insult. 
|He ordered charges and specifications 
to be drawn up, and a court martial 
was actually ordered, when it came to 
the ears of Governor Marcy, then Secre- 
tary of State, who was level headed, 
anil who advised Davis to let the matter 
drop. He might convict Derby and dis- 
miss him from the service, but he would 
be laughed at from one end of the coun- 
trv to Ihe other. Davis took the advice, 
and Derby's -"suggestions" are still on 
the files of the War Department.—

He was especially interested in our 
schools, and did sonic of his best work in 
their behalf. The St. Lawrence univer- 
sity owes him a special debt of gratitude 
As a member of the board of trustees, 
and for twelve yecrs chairman of the 
board, the interests of the university 
were hia constant care and study. The 
college has had few friends that did ao 
much for it in all ways as did he. When, 
in 1872, the question of the' removal of 
the university from Canton.was agitated, 
ho took the field, and by personal solicits" 
tion added materially to'its funds.
